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THE LOUISIANA REGISTRATION. 


The Federal Supervisors Attempting to 
Impede the Work of Registration. 

New Or.eans, September 23.—State regis- 
ter of voters, Robert Brewster, was arrested to- 
day onan affidavit made by G. P. Davis and 
L.A. Adams, charging him with hindering 
and preventing them from full attendance at 
the plaee ofthe registration of voters in the 
parish of Orleans, and from the full examina- 
tion and inspection of the record book of such 
registration, and from making true and cor- 
rect lists therefrom, and trom’ verifying 
the same, and from performing the 
xets required of them as such supervisors of 
election by the laws of the United States, con- 
trary to ‘the statutes of section 5,522 of the 
United States. Mr. Brewster was taken before 
United States Commissioner Hunt and reguir- 
ed to give bail in $5,000 for his appearance be- 
fore the United States court. Brewster saya it 
was not his purpose to refuse the supervisors 

privileges given them by law, but 
when they came to his 
office yesterday and demanded the books for 
scrutiny, and to make copies of all 
the registration since 1880, he explained to 
him that the books were then being used in 
registering the voters, and that there was not 
Toon enough at the desk for any other besides 
the sixteen clerks employed there. He stated 
that if Chief Supervisor Norton would call at 
his ofliee they could make some arrangement 
satisfactory and affording the supervisors 
every facility required. They then withdrew 
and made afltidavit as stated. Brewster further 
says itis now impossible to make complete 
copies of the registration since 1880 in time for 
the November election, but that the United 
Siates supervisors will be accorded every fa- 
cility t» make aneffort. He cannot, however, 
aliow them to imped the work of registration. 
Mr. Brewster has calied the attention of the 
grand jury to the action of the supervisors,and 
pays he will endeavor to have them indicted 
ortedse imprisonment and maliciously at- 
tempting to interfere with him in the discharge 
0, bis official duties.

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THE CAROLINA CAMPAIGN. 


The Democracy Propose to Make a Short 
and Successful Fight. 

Cuarirston, 8. C., September 23.—The 
democratic gathering in Charleston to-night 
was a mammoth affair. A crowd of the best 
citizens completely filled the large hall in 
which the meeting was held. The platform 
was occupied by a number of distinguished 
democrats. Stirring speeches, which aroused 
the audience toa high piteh of enthusiasm, 
were made by W. H. Brawley, Chas. Inglesby, 
Samuel Dibble and others. The gathering 
did not disperse until a very late hour. This 
was the first gun of the campaign and its 
firing has thoroughly aroused the democracy 
of old Charleston. 

« THE LATE CANVASS. 

The political canvass in South Carolina 
starts unusually late this year. It has been 
the custom during the past ten or twelve years 
for the campaign to begin early in August and 
be prosecuted without rest or cessation till 
election day. These protracted and trying 
campaigns were exceedinly annoying and ex- 
pensive tothe farmers, who were expected to 
attend all the meetings aud to permit all their 
employes to gowith them. As soon as the toc- 
sin sounded, thé planter abandoned his plow, 
the laborer his hoe, the 
woodmen his axe, the reaper his 
sickle and the herdman his flock—ali to has- 
ten tothe hustings aud contribute their lusty 
lungs to swell the hurrah and their presence 
to swe!l the crowd. These frequent mass 
meetings demoralized labor and were prejudi- 
cial in varicus respecis to the business inter- 
ests. The only merit they possessed was the 
aflording of frequent occasions to the ambi- 
tious effice seekers and enthusiastie campaign 
orators to display their eloquence and threby 
sway the passions of the crowd. -The 
tension upon the masses, however, was too 
severe, end a few thoughtful politicians slowly 
came to a realization of that fact. They con- 
cluded that long and exciting campaigns 
have survived their popularity and their in- 
finences. Itwas both wise and commendable, 
therefore, in the state democratic executive,

They Wrangie all Day Long Without Reach. 
inga Result. 

Co_umpia, September 23.—[Special.]—The 
republican state convention which met in this 
city to-day at noon, is not unlike ‘its prede- 
eessors, save that the negro element more 
largely predominates than in most conven- 
tions of the kind. The membership consists 
of one hundred negroes and twenty-five white 
men. Thomas E. Miller, the chairman of the 
executive committee, called the body to order, 
and delivered a short and temperate, if not a 
very sensible speech. He warned the con- 
vention that upon its action momentous con- 
sequences depended; that if it performed its 
duty fearless!y, it would be possible for the 
republicans to hold future conventions, per- 
haps for acentury to come, but if it evaded 
the responsibilities devolving upon it, 
and adjourned without nominating a full 
state ticket, then would be 
sounded the death knell of the republican 
party in South Carolina. 

W.J. Whipper, of Beaufort, was unani- 
mously elected temporary chairman. 

After some delay a committee on credentials 
was selected. The committee retired to con- 
sider the claims of the various contesting dele 
rations, and to make outan official roster of 
the members. Ali day long this committee 
wrestled with this tantalizing gbusiness with- 
out coming toa determination regarding the 
justice of the demand for admission made by 
the many rival claimants. They could not 
agree as to whom should be seated from 
Charleston, and so informed the convention, 
which adjourned until night, when it was 
announced that no decision had yet been 
reached. For several hours the convention 
held an informal session, the time being con- 
sumed with speech making. An adjournment 
was then taken till half past ten o’clock, at 
whieh hour the body reassembled to hear the 
report of the committee.

TWO EXECUTIONS IN PENNSYL- 
VANIA YESTERDAY. 


A Man With a Cork Leg Stands Up to Face His 
Dcom- A Murderer’s Chase After Hia Father, 
and the Result-The End of a Well 
Known ‘Ir°gecy Other Crimes. 


Enenssuc, Pa., September 23. — Myrick 
Murray was hanged at twenty-five minutes 
pasteone this afternoon He ascended the 
scaffold with a faltering step, accompanied by 
Father Walsh, his spiritual adviser. He spoke 
briefly on the gallows. At the end of his re- 
marks he surveved thecrowd witha wild look, 
end seemed tor the first time to realize the 
awful fate that awaited him. The black cap 
wes properly adjusted, and the sheriff stepped 
aside and pulled the lever. His death was 


almost instantaneous. Some two hundred 
persons witnessed the execution, which took 
plaee in the jail yard. Until this morning 
Murray has steadily refused to receive consola-

The first shot 
misecd the old man, who ran, follewed. by his 
son, who succeeded in killing his father just 
us he reached a neighbor’s door, Sarver then 
returned to the house and shot twice at his 
housekeeper, badly wounding but not killing 
her. Sarver was attended in jail and at the 
scafiold by a Catholic clergyman, whose faith 
he professed, and who took charge of his 
body.

THE GREAT PLAGUE, 
Naples Still Continues to be the Center of 
he Cholera, 

Lonpon, September 23.—Reports from diff- 
erent parts of Italy for the 7 twenty-four 
hours give a total of 435 fresh cases of eholera 
and 265 deaths. The city of Naples continues 
to be the center most seriously afflicted. There 
were 251 fresh cases and 102 deaths there. 
There were four suspected cases in the city of 
Genoa. One man died of the malady in the 
lazaretto in Rome. He has recently come 
from Maccarez, not far from Cievetta Vecchi. 

Eight fresh cases of cholera develoded yes- 
terday in the province of Alicante and one in 
Tarragona. In the latter province there were 
four deaths and inthe former ten. The health 
of the city of Alicante is in a perfectly satis- 
factory condition, and the quarantine at the 
other Spanish ports against arrivals from 
Medrid has been abolished. The infected 
towns of the province of Alicante have been 
completely cordoned.

curred in London to-day. 
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Wolseley’s Trip Up the Nile. 

Cairo, September 23.—General Lord Wolse- 
ley will startup the Nile Saturday without 
awaiting the arrival of further troops. Mer- 
chants from E] Obeid report that the Mahdi 
has 20 Krupp cannon and that 11,000 of his 
20,000 followers are armed with Remington 
rifles. The merchants stated also that 20 
Europeans still remained at El Obeid. 

Forty more transport boats for the Nile 
expedition have been shipped for Egypt. 

The Black Watch regiment has started for 
the front. A messenger who has arrived at 
Ambukal reports that plentiful supplies of 

rovisions have been arriving at Khartoum 
bre m the south. General Gordon has sent four 
steamers with troops to relieve the garrison at 
Sennaar, and upon their return will dispatch 
a torce to Berber to meet General Lord Wol- 
seley and his troops. 


French Designs in China. 

Lonpvon, September 23.—A Shanghai des- 
Patch to the Times states that the Franco- 
Russian alliance means the disintegration of 
China and its partition between these two 
countries. France'taking the southern provinces 
and Russia using China as arecruiting ground 
for her armies, the two countries being con- 
nected by railways. The alliance also means 
Frano-Russian preponderance in Europe, and 
is, therefore, fraught with danger to Germa- 
ny. It also means the extinction of the China 
trede, and imperils all English possession in 
the east. 


The Workingmen of Dusseldorf. 

Beriin, September 23.—The Official Gazette 
publishes Emperor William’s reply to the ad- 
dress presented to him by the Dusseldorf 
workingmen, which expressed their warmest 
thanks to him for his exertions in promoting 
their weltate. In his response to the address 
the emperor says it has not always been per- 
mitted of him to reap thanks for his efforts 
in behalf of the people of his country, to 
whose interests he has always devoted espe- 
cial solicitude. He rejoices that in this re- 
spect his efforts have given satisfaction to the 
workingmen of Dusseldorf.

A Gunbcat Wrecked. 

London, September 23.—The British gunboat 
Wasp was wrecked off Tory island, on the north- 
west coast of Ireland, to-day. Fifty pomees were 
drowned. The Wasp had a registered tonnage of 
465 tons and carried four guns. Fifty-twoo! the 
men on board the Wasp were drowned. Among 
this number the officers were included. Only one 
person was saved. In the rocky coast where the 
disaster occurred, it was impossible to use the 
spall beats in an attempt to rescue the ship’s 
crew. Ol 

The British man-of-war ‘‘Valiant,’’ has gone to 
Tory Island to render assistance and obtain the 
details of the wreck of the gunboat ‘‘Wasp.’’ The 
weatber was hazy when she struck about three 
o'clock in the morning. The officer of the watch 
ordered sail to be set for the purpose of steadying 
the boat, as a lumpy sea was on. His orders 
were being carried out when the Wasp, which 
it is surmised was greatly out of her course, sud- 
denly, without the slightest warning, struck upon 
the rock. The vessel rebounded into deep water, 
and it was found upon examination that a waping 
hole had been made in her bow, and that it woul 
be impossible for her to keep afloat. Six of the 
erew who escaped did so by clinging to the wreck- 
age, from which they were picked up by fishing 
boats. 


A Fatal Explosion. 

E.rzaretTu, N. J.September 23.—This evening 
an upright boiler in Wittar’s brewery exploded, 
the fragments being thrown through the roofand 
#0 feet from the building. The brewery immedi- 
ately took fire and was totally consumed, together, 
with the contents.

THE BIG WHISKY FAILURE. 


The Rumors of Crooxedness Prove to be 
True, 


Lovrsvitie, Ky., September 23.—The devel- 
opments this evening in the assignmeht of 
Newcomb, Buchanan & Co., were of a sensa- 
tional nature. Hertofore the assignment of 
the company were considered as formal peti- 
tion for an extension of time, in which to take 
up their paper. This time this assignment 
made is genuine. Geo. W. Morris is named 
as the assignee to make the fina! disposal of all 
the property of the partners for the benefit 
of the creditors. Geo. C. and Andrew Bach- 
anan left thecity Sunday, leaving no clue to 
their whereabouts. It was the first intimation 
of crookedness, and rumors were set afloat. 
The rumor@-to-day say that the firm has made 
an improper use of the money sent them by 
customers to pay the tax on whisky whieh 
they had sold; also that they have hypothe- 
cated receipts. 
for whisky out of hand, which did not repre- 
ecnt the goods described on the face of those 
receipts. The rumors first took tangible form 
this evening, when George W. Morris, as- 
signce of the company, resigned and turned 
the entire business over to the Fdelity Trast 
company. The cause, it is said, of this step 
on the part of Morris, was that he found the 
affairs of the companv in such a condition as 
to promise great trouble in straitening them 
out. 

It is said that the accounts of the firm are i 
a much worse condition than the most despon- 
dent of the creditars ever suspected. The hold- 
ers of the receipts immediately rushed to the 
collectors office to see if duplicates had been 
made and it is positively stated, though not 
by the internal revenue department, that 
1,000 bonded warehouse receipts were discov- 
ered which had been duplicated. When the 
last arrangement with the trustee was made 
the control of the business was placed in the 
hands ofthe firm. There was an advising 
committee appointed but it was seldom if ever 
consulted by the firm. It will therefore be 
seen that the firm had the power 
te issue duplicate receipts. Whether 
they did so or not. It is ascertained that they 
have been in the habit of borrowing money in 
Boston. Until the outsiders are heard from it 
will be impossible to lay bare the whole story. 
A gentleman who has had intimate business 
and personal relations in a position to know 
positively what he asserts to be true, said to 
an associated press reporter: “You 
may safely say that the  indica- 
sion are that George and Andrew 
have joined Payne & Viley and Eno and the 
rest of them in Canada. The assets of the 
Buchanans are immense, but are not immedi- 
ately available. Their liabilities are unknown. 
On tne first of September they had in their 
warehouse 70,862 barrels of whisky, some of 
the very finest quality. Of this possibly 1,500 
barrels have been removed this month: There 
are at least 67,000 barrels left. It would be 
bara to estimate the value of these. The Bu- 
chanans would have had nearly 3,000 barrels 
out of bond between now and next Saturday. 
The tax on this quantity of goods is $98,000. 
This sum they were uneble to meet, and this 
is said to have been the immediate cause of 
the assignment. The banks which hold re- 
ceipts for the above mentioned jiroperty will 
see that it is not confiscated for tax by the 
government. 

The first assignment in March, 1878, 
amounted to only a suspension, At that time 
the liabilities were $1,630,000. The Buchanans 
included in the assignment about $500,000 
worth of personal property, which was exempt 
from their creditors. An extension was grant- 
ed, and in 1882 the company was successful in 
its operations, and it discharged about one- 
fifth of its liabilities. Another assigament was 
made. This time the debts of the firm aggre- 
gated $1,600,000, and the total value of the as- 
sets were $230,000. The assignee, in order to 
get at the facts in the case, sent out for publi- 
cation a notice saying: 

“It is urgently requested that all persons hold- 
ing warehouse receipts for whiskies, whether as 
purchasers or holders of collaterals, send the same 
to some trusted agent of their own selection, that 
_ oye mInay at once be examined and be regis- 
ered.

The signs and omens of weakness that have 
hung above the republican campaign from 
ihe first are beginning to multiply.

morrow. We haye heard the fear expressed 
on the part of some of our democratic friends 
thatthe Irish vote atthe north would be 
largely cast in favor of the republican party. 
We have steadily refused to entertian sucha 
belief, forthe Irish vyoters are not in the 
habit of selling themselves to the organiza- 
tion which has been held together for twenty 
years or more by opposition. to those princi- 
ples which constitute the hope and mainstay 
of the Irish element in this country. 

Instead of the plumed knight marching 
forth to a victory made easy by the enthusi- 
asm of the yoters, we haye the spectacle of a 
typical republican attempting in the first 
place to dodge the effect of hlshis own writ- 
tcn confession, and, in the next place, 
parading in the guise of innocence and mak- 
ing an etiort to enlist the sympathies of the 
people in behalf of ojficial corruption. In- 
stead of brilliant leadership, we’ have the 
spectacle of the corrupt republican candi- 
date advertising his family affairs to the pub- 
lic in amanner that would he discreditable 
to a western rough. 

Te result of it all is that honest republi- 
cans are driven to support the democratic 
candidate, the German contingent has repu- 
diated the plumed knight, and the business 
men of the country are flocking to the sup- 
port of the party that represents safety and 
conservatism not lessin its candidate than in 
its platform of princ?ples. 


THE PROHIBITION VOTE. 

Mr. Blaine’s cowardice in dodging a yote 
on the constitutional amendment to prohibit 
the sale or manufacture of liquor in Maine, 
has so disgusted the prohibitionists through- 
out the country that they are now deter- 
mined to show their strength. If he had dis- 
played his accustomed nerve and independ- 
ence at the polls in his Maine home, he would 
haye won praise, no matter how he voted, 
anc probably secured large accessions to his 
standard; but when he skulked he disgusted 
both sides, and the contempt of the prohibi- 


tionists and of the free-liquor men are 
alike his portion. No one likes a 


skulker, and the Maine leader has heretofore 
been noted for his audacity and aggressive- 
ness. He quailed before the liquor issue 
however; and the prohibitionists propose to 
show him that he can not belittle their great 
issue by pronouncing it local and unimport- 
ant. They propose to make it national by 
giving their candidate for president a large 
vote. Governor St. John says both the re- 
publicans and the democrats -will be sur- 
prised at the vote which he will poll. He 
thinks his own state, Kansas, will give him 


40,000 votes, almost revolutionizing its poli- 
tics: and he is certain his vote in New York 
will be fully 50,000, His votes in Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Iowa, and Ohio Will be larze 
enough to render the result in each of tie 
four states uncertain as between the two lea }- 
ing tickets, 

Mr. St. Jonn may be over sanguine in some 
parts of his estimate, butjt is reasonably fcer- 
tain that he will poll 36,000 votesin New 
York out of the eleven hundred thousand that 


will be cast. Some of the interior 
counties of that state will be 


carried by the democrats on account of 
the sizeof the prohibition yote. Fully three- 
fourths of the vote for St. John in New York

will be taken from the republican ranks, and 
if the total should be 50,000, the net republi- 
can loss will be about 25,000 votes. In Ohio. 
too, the-st. John vote will be considerable. _ 
The prohibitionists were never 
more determined, and their standard will be 
upheld to the latest hour of thecontest. All 
attempts to secure the withdrawa! of the pro- 
hibition ticket have failed; and now that 
Blaine has dodged the issue, every effort will 
be made to increase the temperance vote. It 
may determine the contest. It certainly will 
not work any damage anywhere to the dem- 
ocratic ticket. The prevailing sentiment in 
the St. John party now is, to punish as 
verely as possible the man who did not ha

At present our 
commercial relations with all Spanish Amer- 
ica are very limited, and the commission has 
been appointed in the hope that inquiries on 
the spot and official visits will produce a 
favorable change. The commission is to 
leave thiscountry on the tenth of next month, 
and it is not expected to return in time to 
tnake more than a preliminary report during 
the present administration. 

The south has no representative in the 
commission, although it is the section most 
favorably situated for extensive trade rela- 
tions with Central America and with the 
northerly part of South America. Richmond 
once supplied Brazil with large amounts of 
flour,"and New Orleans should supplant Ha- 
yana as a depot of tropical products. Sayan- 
nah and Brunswick have lumber and naval 
stores to exchange for products that we need 
and cannot produce, and there is no reason 
why our ports should not become the gates 
through which to pass the traffic of the future 


between tbe northwest and the countries 
which the commission are about to 
visit. It is to be regretted, therefore,
